Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a 
patent. 
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Claims 1-9, 12-16 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (a) as being anticipated by JP 
Application No. 63178808 (IDS). 

Regarding claim 1, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses a method for forming 
pins comprising: forming pin from a basic body by one punching process step (cutting 
an external connection lead 12 guided out from sealed body 11), then coating the pin or 
a section of the pin with a separate metal layer (metallic plating is applied to the cut to 
form a metal plated layer) (see abstract). 

Regarding claim 2, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses the front face at an 
outer end section of the pin is coated with the metal layer (See the figure in page 1). 

Regarding claim 3, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses wherein at least one 
metal deposition process step is used for coating the pin with metal layer (plating 
process). 

Regarding claim 4, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses mounting the basic 
body in a housing (abstract). 

Regarding claim 5, Application No. 63178808 discloses wherein the mounting of 
the basic body 16 in the housing takes place prior to completion of the punching out of 
the pin. 

Regarding claims 6-9, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses wherein a plurality 
of pins positioned side by side, at least one pin positioned outside or outermost, and the 
plurality of pins are coated with metal layer (figure in page 1 , abstract). 

Regarding claim 14, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses wherein the basic 
body is a lead frame 16. 
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Regarding claim 16, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses the housing is a 
semiconductor device housing (abstract). 

Regarding claims 12-13, 15, JP Application No. 63178808 discloses the 
deposition of metal is plating process. It is inherent that the plating process is a 
galvanizing process and a galvanizing potential is generated at the pin by a 
corresponding voltage being applied at a further in and/or side web connected with the 
pin internally via the corresponding semiconductor device. 

JP Application No. 63312537 (IDS), JP Application No. 06179189 (IDS), and 
U.S. Patent No. 5,940,279 also disclose the limitations of claims 1-9, 12-16.
